Improving the Breed 

"Education," as President Comfort stated in his address at Haver- 
ford's Pre-Centenary Day Saturday, "is an individual business." The 
realization of this fact is the causative factor in some of the major 
changes now taking place in the field of higher education. 

Because it is an individual business it cannot be carried on satis- 
factorily by wholesale methods. The popularity of a college education 
has increased by leaps and bounds during the past 10 or 15 years. A 
diploma has been looked on as the open sesame to a good job in business, 
to the right crowd in social life and various other material advantages. 

As President Lowell, of Harvard, remarked at Haverford Satur- 
day, "The idea that going to college is one of the inherent rights of man 
seems to have obtained a baseless foothold in the minds of many of our 
people." And he added with a twinkle, "I suppose that if the preamble 
to our Constitution were ever rewritten, it would assert that all men are 
entitled to life, liberty and the pursuit of a Ph.D." 

Basing its new program on the assertion that "the breed of college 
men can be improved," Haverford has set itself strongly against the 
wholesale method of education. It intends to take the utmost care in the 
selection of its raw material since higher education today is such a "deli- 
cate, important and expensive process." 

The program for Haverford 's second century, as outlined by Dr. 
Comfort, seems very near the "ideal" for a small college. Emphasis is 
laid on the intimate relation between teacher and student with virtually 
every student an "honors" student. 

Physical education is not overlooked, nor, on the other hand, over- 
stressed. Participation in three college sports will be required of all 
students. If a boy makes a team in that sport, he will be considered as 
taking "honors" in that line of activity. One very wise provision in the 
new athletic policy is the adoption by a student of one sport such as tennis, 
or golf that he can continue in later life. 

All in all, Haverford's new program points the way for educational 
institutions which are interested in giving a well-rounded cultural educa- 
tion to its students.

The Effect of Redisricting 

Under the official reapportionment bill introduced this week in the 
Senate at Harrisburg, Bucks County will be aligned with Lehigh County 
as the seventeenth district, leaving Montgomery County alone as the 
Ninth district. The new division may cause certain changes in political 
alignments as well as give the county a new representative in Congress. 

For many years Henry W. Watson, of Langhorne, has ably repre- 
sented this district at Washington. During his last two terms he has been 
virtually unopposed for re-election. But Mr. Watson is a Bucks County 
resident and it therefore seems logical that he will seek further office from 
the Seventeenth district. This will leave a new Congressman to be 
elected from this county. Whom the man will be and from what section 
of Montgomery he will come is a nice political question. 

Redistricting is likely to further split the political alliance between 
Charles Johnson, Montgomery Republican leader, and former Senator 
Joseph Grundy, of Bucks County, since Grundy's future interests more 
likely will be tied up with the Lehigh County chiefs. This alliance in 
the last election was not strong enough to give Pinchot, Grundy's candi- 
date, a majority in this county. The redistricting makes Johnson organi- 
zation dictator of both a county and a district. 



'Stop' Signs Must Be Obeyed 

As though to impress upon the motoring public the absolute necessity 
of observing "Stop" signs at intersections of "Thru Traffic" streets, 
there occurred a serious accident Wednesday afternoon at Meetinghouse 
Lane and Montgomery Avenue which resulted in the loss of an eye by 
a woman and most serious injury to two children. The accident is 
attributed by Superintendent of Police Smith to the utter disregard of 
the "Stop" sign at the intersection. 

The enforcement campaign begun this week by Lower Merion Police 
will continue, and it behooves all those who travel by automobile through 
Lower Merion to pay due heed to. all "Stop" signs, not only to keep 
themselves out of Police Court, but as the only means of keeping down 
the accident, injury and death toll.

Haverford College celebrated its 
Pre-Centenary Day last Saturday be- 
fore a large gathering of alumni, 
friends and educators. 

The Convocation exercises, held in 
the college auditorium, signalized the 
first public announcement by President 
William Wistar of Haverford's "Ideal 
Program." 

A. Lawrence Lowell, president of 
Harvard, discussed higher education in 
America with particular reference to 
the place of the small cultural college. 
President Thomas S. Gates, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, lauded the 
work of Haverford, and expressed the 
opinion that the college's new program 
would be watched most closely by the 
larger universities. 

At the conclusion of the addresses, 
the degree of doctor of laws was con- 
ferred by Dr. Comfort in behalf of the 
college on Presidents Lowell and 
Gates and Augustus Taber Murray, 
Haverford graduate in the class of 
1885. distinguished Greek scholar and 
for the past year minister of the So- 
ciety of Friends at the Friends' Meet- 
ing House in Washington, D. C. 

The following telegram was read by 
Dr. Comfort at the beginning of the 
exercises: "I send most cordial greet- 
ing to the Pre-Centenary Convocation 
at Haverford College and every good 
wish for an inspiring gathering."— Her- 
bert Hoover.

Abnormal Drought During Past Year Has 

Made Proper Tree Feeding a Necessity

There has probably been no time in 
recent years when feeding trees would 
give larger returns. This is due to 
the fact that many trees have been seri- 
ously weakened by the dry periods of 
the two past summers. Few realize 
what this means to trees growing on 
lawns and in parks, places where there 
is little humus in the soil and prac- 
tically none of the protecting mulch 
so abundant in normal woodland areas 
and present to a considerable extent 
even in natural grassy fields. The 
humus is an important factor in check- 
ing evaporation. The roots are essen- 
tial feeding organs of the tree. There 
must be moisture in the soil or the 
roots cannot function. The lack of 
this may be offset to some extent by 
feeding. It is well known that ordinary 
farm crops in rich soils suffer relatively 
little from drought and this is true, 
though not so evident, of trees. 

Only a little observation is needed 
to show that many trees are in a weak- 
ened condition. This is particularly 
evident in the case of the evergreens. 
The reason is that evergreens have 
leaves throughout the winter! They 
have a relatively large area exposed to 
the drying winds of winter compared 
with the deciduous trees. This is com- 
pensated to some extent by the waxy 
coating of the leaves. The drying and 
wilting of the foliage is more easily 
seen than equally great damage to the 
bare twigs and branches of deciduous 
trees. Here and there one may note 
pines with deficient yellowish foliage 
and occasionally a few are to be seen 
with all the needles brown. These last 
are dead or nearly so. They are past 
hope. The cause of this is that the 
roots have been unable to supply the 
necessary moisture during the winter, 
and the trees have literally dried up. 
This is most prevalent in light sandy 
soil and in places where conditions are 
decidedly unfavorable. It may be seen, 
likewise, in arborvitae and red cedar. 
Watch Rhododendrons 
It is also evident in broad-leaved 
evergreens. Rhododendrons and 

laurel in the poorer locations are show- 
ing an unusual number of dying tips, 
presumably because of a deficient 
moisture supply. There is, further- 
more, an apparent drying of small bark 
areas on rhododendron twigs bearing 
leaves which at present appear normal. 
It is quite possible that this dried bark 
will be unable to convey an adequate 
amount of moisture to the leaves dur- 
ing the next four or five weeks. If 
so, many more branchlets must die. 

The developments in the evergreens, 
while more readily seen because of their 
being in foliage, are paralleled to a 
certain extent in the case of deciduous 
trees and shrubs. There has been a 
considerable amount of injury, a com- 
bination of drought effects of the last 
two summers accentuated by winter 
drying of twigs and branches during 
the past few months. 

Feed the Trees 
A little later it will be comparatively 
easy to detect the dead wood and this 
latter is likely to be considerably more 



abundant than in seasons following 
normal winters. Moreover, some of 
the recently transplanted deciduous 
trees and shrubs have come through 
the winter in a poor condition and a 
number have died. There is a possi- 
bility that others less seriously affected 
by this combination of drought and 
winter injury can be saved by feeding, 
hence the conclusion that feeding is 
most desirable at the present time. 
The sooner this is done, the better. 
Delay may defeat the object sought. 

There is nothing better to use than 
a complete fertilizer, one which will 
meet all needs of the tree. It is pos- 
sible, though frequently unwise, to 
stimulate growth by the use of nitro- 
gen, since this produces a soft growth 
very likely to winter kill. A tree food 
should contain nitrate of soda, to pro- 
duce woody growth; potash which is of 
value in ripening wood and gives 
toughness and strength, and phosphates 
which build up and produce energy. 

These ingredients should be in such 
form as to be available gradually 
throughout the growing season. A 
total of immediately soluble constit- 
uents are undesirable as well as a mix- 
ture of mostly unavailable plant foods. 
Availability is more important than 
actual fertilizing content. The ideal 
is a mixture which will supply the vari- 
ous elements as they are needed 
throughout the season.

Most favorable weather for making 
gardens but unseasonably dry and 
warm. Many flowers, trees and shrubs 
are extraordinarily early and the flower 
show committees are wondering what 
will happen next. Garden visits will 
have their dates moved up unless 
cooler, cloudier or rainier weather ad- 
justs the season to normal. 

Rock garden visiting is a popular 
outdoor sport in late April and it will 
be noted that those that are really ef- 
fective have a naturally rocky founda- 
tion to begin with. It is possible to 
simulate the effect of a rocky situation 
by using large rocks of several tons 
weight but the locating, moving and 
placing of such stones is an art and a 
business of its own. In fact, the build- 
ing of a real rock garden is a job for 
naturalists and artists rather than for 
gardeners. 

Our native Moss Pink, Phlox Subu- 
lata, is probably the showiest of early 
color in the rock garden. It comes in 
pink, pale lavender and white and is 
easily increased by removing runners 
that have rooted. The variety Vivid is 
a brighter color, but does not spread 
as rapidly as the type.

Aubrietias in purple, lilac and crim- 
son are too seldom used. They arc 
most effective and satisfactory but are 
ibetter used in a dry wall or in a posi- 
tion where they may extend themselves 
by dropping down for several feet. 
They will not spread if planted on a 
flat surface. Easily raised from seed 
in a lath frame. 

Arabis Albida, or Alpina, the showy 
white early color, is also easily raised 
from seed if you are satisfied with the 
single form, but the double flowered 
is so worth while that it pays to buy 
plants or propagate from cuttings. 

Alyssum Saxatile is the third "A" 
on the list of easy ones. The common 
Basket of Gold is a bit too strong in 
color so that the variety Citrinum, a 
paler yellow, is used to blend with the 
Aubrietias. Another reason for a 
frame. 

A 

A well-built and well-planted dry 
wall is just as effective as a rock gar- 
den and needs no reason other than 
utility for its being. Aubrietias, Cam- 
panula Muralis, Corydalis Lutea, Dian- 
thus Caesius, Phlox Subulata and 
Sempervivums will make a fair start 
in the dry wall. 

The dry paved terrace makes a fine 
place for small plants, provided it is 
located in a sunny situation and has a 
well-drained foundation with fair soil 
and sand in the joints. This is the 
place for the Thymes, either white, 
yellow, crimson or woolly — the thymes 
are all fragrant when crushed, or 
stepped on, and never grow tall. Also 
in the joints of terrace stones, or in 
steps, we may use Arenaras. Low, 
mossy mats that will fill in the joints 
describes the Arenarias — the flowers 
are not important. Sedum Acre is one 



that may be used in terraces. For ter- 
race planting start a few Johnny-Jump- 
Ups; they seed readily but can do no 
harm in the flagging. 

Phlox Divaricata Canadensis grows 
in sun or in shade, in any soil or situa- 
tion and is not out of place in the rock 
garden. If you can procure a stock, 
try the Lapham variety of a clearer 
lavender-blue color and more florif- 
erous. This Phlox flowers with the 
Tulips in May and makes a charming 
association with the pale yellow or sal- 
mon pink shades.

Zoning Ord. Explained

sonic comments thereon: 

"The new business district is de- 
scribed as follows: 

District No. 3 

The limits of District No. 3 shall 
be as follows: Beginning at a point 
marking the intersection of the north- 
erly boundary line of the Borough and 
a line one hundred and twenty-five feet 
(125) eastward from the center line of 
Narberth Avenue and parallel thereto; 
thence eastwardly along the said north- 
erly boundary line to its intersection 
with the southeasterly boundary line; 
thence southwestwardly along said 
southeasterly boundary line to a point 
in a line parallel to and one hundred 
and twenty feet (120) southward from 
the northerly boundary line; thence 
westwardly along said line parallel to 
and one hundred and twenty feet (120) 
southwardly from the northerly bound- 
ary line to its intersection with a line 
parallel to and one hundred and 
twenty-five feet (12S) eastward from 
the center line of Narberth Avenue; 
thence northwardly along said line 
parallel to and one hundred and 
twenty-five feet, (125) eastward from 
the center line of Narberth Avenue to 
the point and place of beginning. 

"There is also a slight change in 
the lines of Business District No. 2, 
which is desirable because it adjoins 
the new district. 

"In the section relating to residence 
districts, a more definite limitation of 
what business may be carried on is 
made by adding: 

Nor shall there be conducted within 
the confines of "Residence Districts" 
any other form of business whatsoever 
on any lot or piece of ground or in 
any building now erected or to be 
erected except farming, gardening and 
the practice of professions, without a 
permit therefor from the Board of 
Adjustment. No show windows are 
to be employed or used and no signs 
larger than eight inches (8) by 
eighteen (18) inches are to be placed 
on any building or set up on any 
property. 

"In the section relating to setbacks 
from the property line, the following 
is added: 

Business Districts 1 and 2 

In Business Districts 1 and 2 no 
portion of any type of building shall 
project within ten (10) feet of the 
curb line of the roadway, including the 
steps, bay windows, or other over- 
hangings; except, however, that cor- 
nices over ten (10) feet above the 
curb level may project fifteen (15) 
inches. 

Business District No. 3 

In Business District No. 3 all build- 
ings shall front on the northerly 
boundary line of the Borough, and no 
building or portion of building shall 
be erected within twenty-five (25) feet 
of said boundary line. The curb line 



of said properties shall be eighteen 
(18) feet southward from and parallel 
to the said boundary line, and the 
space between- said curb line and the 
front of any building shall be paved 
as and for a sidewalk, said curb and 
sidewalk to be constructed for the 
full width of the lot or lots upon which 
any building or buildings may be 
erected All of said curbs and side- 
walks are to be constructed in accord- 
ance with Borough regulations. 

No portion of any building hereafter 
erected or remodelled in Business Dis- 
trict No. 3 shall be erected nearer 
than twenty-five (25) feet to the north- 
erly boundary line of the Borough or 
nearer than the front line of the prin- 
cipal portion of either of the existing 
buildings immediately adjacent if said 
buildings immediately adjacent are 
more than twenty-five (25) feet from 
the said boundary line. Similarly, no 
portion t>f any building erected on a 
corner lot or on a lot running through 
to a diagonal street intersecting Mont- 
gomery Avenue shall be located nearer 
to the said diagonal street than the 
front line of the principal portion of 
the nearest existing building which 
fronts on said street. 

"The part of the above which relates, 
to District No. 3 is not intended to 
be unduly restrictive, but is included 
for several reasons: It provides ade- 
quate parking space so that the traffic 
on Montgomery Avenue will not be 
obstructed by parked cars, and retains 
as far as possible in a business district 
the residential character by preventing 
stores from obstructing the view. It 
also bars the opening of any streets 
other than Montgomery Avenue to 
business purposes, by requiring that all 
business properties in the new district 
shall have a Montgomery Avenue 
frontage and prevents the obscuring 
of resiednccs on the side or back 
streets. 

"A suitable character of business 
building throughout the Borough is 
ensured by requiring special approval 
of the plans for business buildings as 
outlined below: 

All buildings hereafter erected or 
remodelled and new portions added to 
any building in any business district 
shall be of a substantial character and 
attractive in appearance. The plans 
therefor shall be submitted to the 
Building Committee of Council (or 
such other body as may be designated 
by Council) for approval in each case, 
and lack of substantial character or 
unsuitability of appearance may be 
sufficient reason for withholding the 
building permit. 

"At present there is no legal control 
of blind intersections, which in the past 
has resulted in several bad automobile 
accidents. This condition should be 
improved to some extent by the follow- 
ing provision: 

On any corner lot, no wall, fence or 
other structure shall be erected or 
altered, and no hedge, tree, shrub or 
other growth shall be maintained which 
may cause danger to traffic on a street 
by obscuring the view. 



"Although the Ordinance as intro- 
duced into Council covers in general 
only _ the above-mentioned points in 
addition to retaining the general pro- 
visions of the old Ordinance, the bill 
is subject to amendment in any and all 
respects on second reading. The 
amendments will be decided upon by 
Council, guided by the opinions ex- 
pressed at the hearing called by the 
Ordinance and Law Committee for 
the evening of May 1, in the way 
which the individual members of Coun- 
cil- consider to be for the best interests 
of the Borough and for the majority 
of its residents. Anyone interested in 
either permitting or refusing the pro- 
posed amendments or in suggesting 
other amendments should be present 
at this meeting."
